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A DEAD END 

Alarm as Epsom Cemetery begins to run out of space

A historic cemetery that 
has served Epsom for al¬ 
most 150 years is about to 
run out of space as the 
council hunts for more 
land to bury the borough’s 
dead. 

Since it was set up in the 
1870s more than 29,500 peo¬ 
ple have been buried at 
Epsom Cemetery in Ashley 
Road. 

However, there are now 


estimated to be just 450 
lawn grave spaces left. 

With about 170 people 
buried there each year that 
is only enough for a few 
more years. 

On top of this, half of the 
plots are now bought by 
people outside the borough 
- a trend likely to increase 
as Epsom Council, which 
charges non-residents mo¬ 
re, has started marketing 
it to funeral directors in 
neighbouring boroughs. 

Epsom Council described 
the numbers as “suffi¬ 
cient” for a few years, and 


said most spaces were used 
for more than one family 
member. But it said it was 
also trying to find an extra 
2,000 burial spaces for the 
next 20 to 25 years. 

The situation is made 
more difficult because 
many local churches have 
already run out of space. 

Steve Lapper, general 
manager at funeral director 
W A Truelove and Son, 
which has a branch in 
Epsom, said graves cannot 
be bought in churchyards as 
these plots were generally 
reserved for parishioners. 


Mr Lapper said: “Epsom 
Cemetery had an extension 
not so long ago. That is the 
only cemetery that serves 
the borough. 

“If Epsom is saying there 
are only 450 spaces left, it is 
only a matter of time.” 

The Rev Des Williamson, 
vicar of St Mark’s in Great 
Tattenhams, said his chu¬ 
rch did not have a church¬ 
yard so it used Epsom 
Cemetery. 

He said: “A lot of church¬ 
es are getting to the stage 
that they do not have 
enough space. 


“A lot of churchyards’ 
graveyards are closed, 
which means there is no 
room for anyone else.” 

Last year, St Mary’s 
in Ewell said it planned 
to allow students to play 
sport on a church meadow 
before it was eventually 
turned into a graveyard. 

Its current churchyard 
will not fill up for 10 to 15 
years and a corner of the 
meadow will be set aside to 
provide space for another 
10 to 15 years.

An Epsom Council spokes¬ 
man said he did not have in¬ 
formation on the number of 
plots available at church¬ 
yards or future plans for 
these areas. 

He said: “The council is 
satisfied there is sufficient 
burial space for the next 
few years within Epsom 
Cemetery. 

“We would be failing if we 
did not have plans for after 
this period. 

“However, I am unable to 
expand on this further as this 
is an area of commercial 
confidentiality.” 

At Epsom Cemetery, the in¬ 
terment fee for a grave, dug 
5ft to 7ft, recently increased 
by 14 per cent from £740 to 
£840. For outsiders, the cost 
rose by 6 per cent from £1,653 
to £1,753. 

Mr Lapper said it cost more 
to be buried in another bor¬ 
ough because the deceased 
had not funded cemetery up¬ 
keep through council taxes 
and space was kept for resi¬ 
dents there. 

In 2011-12, people from out¬ 
side Epsom bought 34 per 
cent of graves and interment, 
but their share increased to 
almost half of purchases in 
2013-14. 

A council paper for a meet¬ 
ing on cemetery fees earlier 
this year said: “In an effort 
to maintain cemetery income 
officers have marketed the 
service outside the borough.” 

When asked about this 
strategy, a council spokes¬ 
man said: “The ‘marketing’ 
that took place was to funeral 
directors on or just outside 
the borough boundary, and is 
the same as we provide for 
the funeral directors within 
the borough.” 

Last year a planning appli¬ 
cation for a cemetery on the 
outskirts of Banstead was 
withdrawn following outcry 
from residents.

Review after care home closure

A council review has been 
launched in the wake of the 
sudden closure of an unsafe 
and dirty care home that put 
elderly residents at risk. 

Inspectors shut Merok Park 
nursing home, pictured, in 
Banstead, in December, after 
finding it reeked of urine, 
had mouldy walls and a room 
filled to head-height with 
waste. 

Surrey Country Council 
(SCC), which was funding 
care for many of the home’s 
27 residents, has announced 


it is reviewing its checking 
system for adult social care. 

The review of the “whole 
quality assurance system” 
will look at best practice, re¬ 
search different models and 
pilot a system to identify 
risks and check the right ac¬ 
tions are taken. 

Three Merok Park resi¬ 
dents died after the upheaval 
in December, but an adult 
social care committee report 
said the coroner had since 
ruled the “deaths were not 
attributable to the move”. 

The report said the home 
was visited by 12 different 
organisations and did not 
follow up on concerns raised 
by quality assurance teams 


and the fire service. 

It was only after 
reports of “financial 
abuse” that there 
was a surprise 
visit, which led 
to a damning 
inspection by 
watchdog the 
Care Quality 
Commission. 

The report 
said: “The many 
individuals who 
visited had concerns 
about poor care, but as 
they were not patient spe¬ 
cific or did not fall into safe¬ 
guarding concerns they were 
not shared.” 

It also said: “Families did 


not appear to fully under¬ 
stand that what consti¬ 
tutes good care or 
had not raised 
concerns on be¬ 
half on their 
relatives 
[sic].” 

Liberal De¬ 
mocrat Coun¬ 
ty Councillor 
Ernest Malle- 
tt, who is on the 
committee, said: 
‘The council are 
disturbed that the ne¬ 
glect or whatever else oc¬ 
curred without the relatives, 
carers and council staff hav¬ 
ing picked up on it earlier. 
“The review is checking 


into and identifying more 
clearly the signs of neglect 
and abuse. 

“What could they do better 
to avoid closing care homes 
because they are so unsatis¬ 
factory?” 

Conservative councillor 
and committee member 
Richard Walsh said it was a 
“non-story”. 

A SCC spokesman said: 
“Supporting vulnerable peo¬ 
ple is our top priority and as 
the Care Act has given us a 
new role to hold a review on 
cases such as this, we will 
work with all the agencies 
involved to ensure the high¬ 
est standards of care contin¬ 
ue to be met.”

A top management consul¬ 
tancy firm that said it was 
“deeply regrettable” its em¬ 
ployees had leaked confiden¬ 
tial plans being discussed 
on building an 800-bed super 
hospital to replace Epsom 
and St Helier has refused to 
reveal whether they faced 
any consequences. 

Consultants from Deloitte 
shocked patients, politicians 


and campaigners last month 
when it emerged they held a 
conference call on the pro¬ 
posals on a commuter train, 
after a meeting with hospital 
trust chief executive Daniel 
Elkeles, pictured right. 

Fewer than three weeks 
before, Mr Elkeles had told 
the Epsom Guardian that ac¬ 
cident and emergency, mater¬ 
nity and children’s services 


would be safe on both sites 
for the next five years. 

The Deloitte consultants 
are on the payroll of the trust 
as part of its “full estates re¬ 
view”, through which it is 
considering options for the 
sustainability of both hospi¬ 
tals post-2020. 

The review is being funded 
by the trust and Sutton and 
Surrey Downs clinical 


commissioning groups. 

As news of the leak broke 
last month, a spokesman for 
Deloitte said: “We have clear 
and strict policies, along with 
mandatory annual training 
for all staff, emphasising 
the importance of client 
confidentiality. 

“This is a deeply regretta¬ 
ble incident and we are acti¬ 
vely investigating the matter.” 


But asked last Thursday 
what had come 
of the inves¬ 
tigation, a 
spokesman 
said that be¬ 
cause it was 
an “internal 
matter”, 

Deloitte 
would not be 
commenting.

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Doctor is struck off over 
secret filming in toilets

A perverted doctor who 
secretly filmed patients and 
colleagues in toilets has been 
struck off the medical 
register. 

Dr Lam Hoe Yeoh, 62, of Gar- 
ratts Lane, Banstead, who 
practised at St Anthony’s Hos¬ 
pital in Cheam and St Helier 
Hospital, was jailed in 
November after he pleaded 
guilty to six counts of making 
indecent photographs of a 
child, seven voyeurism of¬ 
fences and one of possessing 
extreme pornography. 

The Malaysian-born doctor 
was only discovered when one 
of his hidden cameras came 
loose in the toilet and was 
found by a female member of 
staff.

On the camera was footage 
of him inadvertently record¬ 
ing himself as he fitted the de¬ 
vice. 

Hundreds of videos of 
footage of more than 1,000 vic¬ 
tims, including a three-year- 
old girl, were stored on the 
doctor's NHS and home com¬ 
puters and hard drives. 

During a search of his of¬ 
fices, car and home, 21 record¬ 
ing devices were found inside 
watches, pens and boxes allo¬ 
cated for hearing devices. 

In addition to being struck 
off the register, Dr Yeoh has 
been indefinitely placed on 
the sex offenders register. 

The Medical Practitioners 
Tribunal Service panel cited a 


number of reasons for the 
decision last month. 

They said: “The sophisticat¬ 
ed nature of the voyeurism 
with the purchase and use of 
multiple covert devices of 
which many were recovered 
by the police - over 20 - and 
thereafter the downloading, 
saving and copying and edit¬ 
ing of the footage. 

“The location of the offences 
- namely work places, train 
lavatories, your own home, 
the period over which the of¬ 
fences were committed and as 
I say the sheer scale of the 
voyeurism, the recording and 
saving of voyeuristic footage 
of colleagues and friends. 

“I am completely satisfied

that you come within the 
terms of a dangerous offender 
as so defined. 

“The sheer scale and the pe¬ 
riod over which these offences 
were committed, their gravity, 
the ingrained and compulsive 
addictive behaviour demon¬ 
strated by the offences is a sig¬ 
nificantly important feature 
when determining this.” 

Dr Yeoh is serving an eight- 
year sentence at High Down 
prison. 


Taking up chains of office 


A retired industrial chemist who helped 
to develop a community green has been 
made Epsom’s mayor. 

Residents’ Association Councillor 
Chris Frost, who represents Nonsuch 
ward, has taken over the reins from 
Residents’ Association Councillor 
Robert Foote. 

Coun Frost is married to another 
councillor, Liz Frost, and was instru¬ 
mental in developing Woodcote Millen¬ 
nium Green next to Epsom Hospital. 

After graduating from university, he 
joined BP as an industrial chemist and 
on his retirement he became a member 
nominated director and trustee of BP’s 
pension fund. 

He previously served as a county coun¬ 
cillor for 16 years. 

He was elected to Epsom Council in 
1999, lost his seat in 2003 and was 
re-elected in May 2011.

‘Bomb’ at station is

A “large rock” that was 
mistaken for a possible 
World War Two bomb closed 
Leatherhead station last 
Wednesday. 

The station was evacuated 
and trains stopped calling 
there after workers found 
what police initially de¬ 
scribed as a “metal object” 
while excavating in a car 
park just after 1pm. 

British Transport Police 
said the object was declared 
safe as a “large rock” two 
hours later by Army bomb 
disposal experts. 

Earlier that afternoon wit¬ 
ness Simon Hollosi said: 
“From what I heard from 
one police officer there’s a 
construction site nearby and 
they have found what is

believed to be a World War 
Two bomb.” 

He later added: “A funny¬ 
shaped rock. Everyone’s 
reaction was to laugh at it.” 


Flashed by balding man

More and more people are 
being forced to turn to the 
food bank in Epsom, with vol¬ 
unteers working there fear¬ 
ing the situation will only get 
worse under the new Conser¬ 
vative Government. 

Last Friday, a tight-knit 
group of dedicated volun¬ 
teers handed out supplies to 
feed 11 people on the bread¬ 
line at Epsom Methodist 
Church. 

As they were packing away, 
food bank manager Jonathan 
Lees said he was worried 
about future changes to 
benefits. 

Mr Lees, who was the Lib¬ 
eral Democrat parliamentary 
candidate for Epsom in 2005 
and 2010, said: “People are 
very grateful. 

“We see a lot of tears. 

“People are very moved 
that there is somebody will¬ 
ing to listen, someone willing 
to care. 

“My desire is that we can 
shut all the food banks in 
town, that there is no need 
for them. Unfortunately with 
the new Government, I can¬ 
not see that happening.” 

Epsom’s Conservative MP 
Chris Grayling applauded the 


work of food banks, which 
number more than 400 across 
the country, and said in an 
ideal world there would be no 
need for them. 

But he said countries such 
as Germany, with lower lev¬ 
els of unemployment than 
Britain, have far more. 

He said: “I do not accept 
food bank usage is caused by 
reforms to the welfare state 


aimed to make it better, to get 
people back into work.” 

People from all walks of 
life, including the homeless, 
families and city workers 
who have lost their jobs, 
visit the Epsom and Ewell 
Foodbank. 

The most common refrain 
is “I never thought I would be 
here”. 

Lesley Neville, who has

worked in social housing for 
30 years, said: “We have peo¬ 
ple who have fallen into crisis 
very quickly because they 
have no idea of benefits that 
are available. 

“One lady, who had cancer, 
she fell into crisis so fast be¬ 
cause she had to give up her 
job, she had no idea where 
money was coming from and 
she couldn’t keep up with it.” 

Volunteer Gillian Nichols, 
50, said she belongs to Gener¬ 
ation church in Ewell, where 
the food bank is based, and 
church members have helped 
her during tough times. 

She said: “If I did not have 
that I would have been in the 
same position our clients are 
in. I know what it is like to 
live right on the line.” 


After clients pick up their 
food, the volunteers ask if 
there is anything they would 
like them to pray about. More 
than 90 per cent say yes. 

Volunteer Keri Marshall 
added: “Quite often when 
they come here, they have ex¬ 
plored every other option. 

“They have tried every¬ 
thing else, they did not get 
anywhere. So quite often peo¬ 
ple will give anything a go at 
that point.” 

The food bank has distribu¬ 
tion centres in Epsom, Ewell, 
Banstead, Leatherhead and 
Tadworth.

Stay of execution for 
popular youth leader

A deeply controversial decision 
to relocate a hugely respected 
youth club leader has been put 
on hold after nearly 500 people 
signed a petition to keep her in 
Banstead. 

Pat Lewis has worked at 
Banstead Youth Club in the 
Horseshoe, Banstead, for almost 
four decades and was recently 
made an MBE for services to 
young people 

But cash-strapped Surrey 
County Council (SCC) planned 
to move her to Epsom because 
Banstead’s youngsters do not fit 
its criteria as they are not as 
badly behaved as young people 
in other areas. 

But last week, a SCC 
spokesman announced the 
decision to move her had been 
“put on hold pending a local con¬ 
sultation and endorsement from 
the local committee”. 

Caroline Bray, a parent who 


belongs to the youth club’s 
steering committee, said she was 
“delighted”. 

County Councillor Ken Gulati, 
who is fighting to keep Ms Lewis 
at the youth club, said: “I’m 
pleased to hear it’s going to be 
looked at again because that’s 
what we want. 

“The reaction has been so 
strong they have felt it is neces¬ 
sary to look at it again.” 

Coun Gulati said he is organis¬ 
ing a meeting with the head of 
youth services and a representa¬ 
tive from the youth club to 
discuss the issue. 

He said: “The overall situation 
is they are hoping to establish a 
new centre in Redhill. 

“There are no more resources 
in the budget to do that so 
they have to switch resources 
around.” 

Coun Gulati said the area was 
deemed to be “less needy” 
according to criteria such as 
youth offending and the number 
of young people not in educa¬ 
tion, employment or training. 

He said: “That’s partly the 


result of success of the youth 
club over the years. Banstead 
does need a youth club because 
there is nowhere else in 
Banstead for children to go to.” 

He added: “Pat is the mainstay 
of Banstead Youth Club. If we 
lost Pat, it would be such a big 
blow it would be really difficult 
to recover from it.” 

A SCC spokesman said: “The 
council recognises all young peo¬ 
ple have different needs, howev¬ 
er fewer resources mean we 
must prioritise and target ser¬ 
vices to best meet the needs of 
Surrey’s young people.” 

Following messages of support 
left on Facebook, Ms Lewis post¬ 
ed her thanks online and said 
her initial reaction was, “Surely 
this is not all about me?” 

She said: “I’ve been able to 
achieve so much because I’ve al¬ 
ways had a strong and dedicated 
team of youth workers with me. 

“More so today, all the youth 
workers are past members. 

“All we would wish is there is a 
youth provision in Banstead for 
the unforeseeable future.”

Mosque plan approved

Permission for a mosque with 
space for up to 95 worshippers in 
Worcester Park has been granted. 

An application to turn the old 
bank in Green Lane into a place of 
worship was first submitted in 
2012 and, following the planning 
inspectorate’s decision, which 
published its findings last 
Wednesday, May 13, the commu¬ 
nity can expect the development 
to go ahead on a four-year trial. 

The planning inspector, Richard 
Clegg, dismissed plans for the 
mosque to accommodate 140 wor¬ 
shippers stating it would be “like¬ 
ly to have a severe localised 
impact on traffic movement and 
potentially on highway safety”. 

Mr Clegg said the harm of the 


140 worshippers’ plans would not 
be outweighed by the importance 
of meeting a need for a mosque in 
Worcester Park. 

He admitted a “smaller scheme 
for 95 worshippers would also 
have an adverse effect”, but he did 
“not consider that effect would be 
severe”. 

He said: “On balance the bene¬ 
fits would outweigh the harm, 
and temporary permission for a 
period of four years would enable 
the effect of the use on traffic 
movement and highway safety to 
be fully assessed.” 

Other conditions attached to the 
plan include its opening hours, 
between 5am and 11pm, except be¬ 
tween March 1 and September 1 
or during Ramadan, when it may 
have extended use. 

The building can only have 95 
people inside it during Salat-al- 
Jumu’ah prayers held on Fridays, 


Festival Eid prayers and prayers 
on the first, fifth and 26th nights 
of Ramadan. 

At all other times its capacity 
will be limited to 40 people. 

For those concerned about is¬ 
sues of traffic, the inspectorate 
has also insisted that before open¬ 
ing, the mosque must provide a 
travel plan. 

Hugh Bryne, chairman of the 
Worcester Park Residents’ Associ¬ 
ation, said he would reserve com¬ 
ment until reading the full details 
of the plans, but added that as the 
mosque will be part of the com¬ 
munity they must be welcomed as 
such. 

Paul Scully, MP for Sutton and 
Cheam, said: “I am really sur¬ 
prised at the decision. Parking 
and congestion is already an issue 
for people. 

“I can’t see how this won’t exac¬ 
erbate the situation.”

Carpenters put on 
a jolly wood show 


Residents’ fury 
over road safety 



German carpenters observed 
a centuries-old tradition 
when they blessed the newly- 
constructed roof of a housing 
development they have been 
working on. 

The workers have been em¬ 
ployed by developer Inventis 
- a company that only uses 
German engineering and 
labour for its projects - to 
build five new homes in 
Oxshott Road, Leatherhead. 

Claire Arscott, 50, from 
Kingswood, owned the house 
that used to be on the site, 
previously called Jake’s 
Place, which she sold to in¬ 
vestors last year. 


With planning permission 
granted for the development, 
named Hawthorn Row, work 
got under way in the 
summer. 

On Friday, 40 people attend¬ 
ed a topping out ceremony 
hosted by the carpenters to 
mark wooden rafters going 
up to form the basis of the 
roof. 

For centuries, builders have 
celebrated the moment a 
building structure reaches its 
highest point, originally with 
a branch of a tree, to bestow 
good luck on a building and 
ward off evil spirits. 

The ceremony is now more 


commonly a gesture of good¬ 
will to thank the workers and 
celebrate the progress made. 

Ms Arscott, whose partner 
runs Inventis, said: “Every¬ 
one who came said they were 
fascinated. It’s not taken as a 
joke. It happens every time 
the carpenters finish a struc¬ 
ture. Everyone was really in¬ 
terested by it. It has a big 
meaning in Germany.” 

On top of the building a 
poem was read and the pro¬ 
ject’s investors were invited 
to put the final nails into the 
roof. 

A glass was also smashed 
and blessings said. 


Alarmed residents have called 
for action to deal with traffic 
problems on a “very danger¬ 
ous” road after a schoolboy 
was hit by a motorcycle and 
wedged underneath a parked 
car. 

The year 9 Blenheim High 
School student was taken to 
hospital with minor injuries 
after the accident in Sefton 
Road, Epsom, just before 9am 
last Thursday. 

School staff, emergency ser¬ 
vices and members of the pub¬ 
lic rushed to help the boy. 

He was treated on the road 
by paramedics and taken to St 
Helier Hosptial with injuries 
to his head and lower leg. 

Headteacher Tracey Fan- 
tham said the student had 
stepped out between two 
parked cars in Sefton Road 
and was hit by a motorbike 
that was “reported to be trav¬ 
elling at about 20mph”. 

Residents are now calling for 
traffic calming measures to be 
introduced in the road. 

A neighbour, who heard the 
crash and went out to help, 


said there is too much traffic 
on the road and too many cars 
park on both sides. 

She said: “You can’t see to 
drive down the road or cross 
the road. The boy stepped out 
between two parked cars. The 
motorbike was driving down 
the road and hit him. He skid¬ 
ded across the road and un¬ 
derneath a parked car. 

“The sad thing is it’s been an 
accident waiting to happen be¬ 
cause the parking issue is get¬ 
ting progressively worse and 
the traffic issue is getting pro¬ 
gressively worse. 

“How many accidents do we 
have to have until the council 
is responsive to dealing with 
the parking issue?” 

A driver who saw the crash 
said the biker came to a stop in 
the middle of the road and 


immediately went to the boy. 

He said the “very danger¬ 
ous” road has cars parked on 
both sides and drivers cannot 
see others pulling out of side 
roads. 

Another resident said she 
believed the speed limit 
should be lowered to 20mph or 
traffic humps should be 
introduced. 

She said: “This has been an 
accident waiting to happen. 
I’m surprised there have not 
been more accidents with 
school kids.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “The safety of 
our children is our top priority 
and we are always looking at 
ways we can improve the safety 
of our roads so we will inspect 
the site to see if there is any¬ 
thing that needs to be done.”

Delighted gardeners have wel¬ 
comed the decision to class 
threatened allotments as “an 
asset of community value”. 

Allotment holders are fighting 
to stop Barnett Wood Lane allot¬ 
ments from being sold off along 
with adjoining greenbelt land in 
the Leatherhead bypass. 

Campaigner John Weller said 
the new status means they must 
be given the opportunity to buy 
the land themselves, although it is 
very unlikely they could afford it. 

Mr Weher said: “It gives us five 
years of protection in the sense it 
remains as an asset of communi¬ 
ty value. If the council wishes to 


seh the land, as in this case, they 
have to give notice of their inten¬ 
tion to sell.” 

Last summer Mole Valley Dis¬ 
trict Council (MVDC) and Oxford 
University’s Merton College se¬ 
lected Barratt Homes as the pre¬ 
ferred developer of 500 homes on 
the 32-acre site comprised of allot¬ 
ments and greenbelt land. 

But the plans have been put on 
hold after the council abandoned 
its district-wide housing plan that 
could have earmarked this green¬ 
belt land, owned by Merton Col¬ 
lege, for development. 

Andy Smith, Surrey branch di¬ 
rector at the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England (CPRE), said they 
were delighted to hear the appli¬ 
cation for asset of community 
value had been approved. 

Mr Smith said: “It is interesting 


that over a hundred letters were 
sent into the planning depart¬ 
ment supporting the application 
and only one, from the council it¬ 
self, opposing it. It is clear that the 
community cherishes this impor¬ 
tant local amenity.” 

CPRE said the allotments were 
given to the people of Leather- 
head more than 150 years ago and 
are “irreplaceable” as a recre¬ 
ational green space. 

The council said the apphcation 
was “considered independently of 
any other interests” and the ob¬ 
jection was submitted because it 
owns the land. 

It said: “By looking to safeguard 
potential future development op¬ 
portunities, MVDC’s intention 
was to ensure the site could be 
utilised for the long-term benefit 
of ah Mole Valley residents.”

What Is It? 

Diabetes (or Diabetes Mellitus to 
use its official title) is a relatively 
common disease affecting 
around 1 in every 300* dogs in 
the UK. Diabetes occurs when 
the dog can no longer process 
the sugar (glucose) within its 
bloodstream in the appropriate 
manner. The sugar is no longer 
taken into the cells of the dog’s 
body as efficiently as necessary 
to be used as energy or to 
be stored; this means it stays 
within the dog’s blood causing 
high blood sugar levels, or 
“hyperglycaemia”.

Risk Factors 
for your Dog 

Genetic factors often play a role 
in the development of canine 
diabetes. Therefore it is important 
to look at the characteristics and 
family history of the pet you own 
and keep a close eye on your 
pet if diabetes is a known risk 
factor for your dog. However, if 
your dog is overweight or obese, 
they are significantly more likely 
to develop diabetes than if they 
are a healthy weight*, regardless 
of their breed or history. 

To keep your pet in top condition, 
it is vital that you always weigh 
out their food and follow the 
feeding guidelines appropriately, 
for their age, size and activity level. 
Remember, feeding guides are 
just that - a guide - and they may 
need to be tailored to make them 
appropriate for each individual, 
so you may need to adjust them 
slightly depending on your vet’s 
advice. If you do have to use 
treats, use them wisely, ration them 
appropriately and take them into 
account (in terms of the calories 
they provide) when you feed your 
dog at meal times. 

Above all, keep a close check 
on your pet’s body condition 
score and seek veterinary advice 
to help maintain your pet at 
a healthy weight if you are 
struggling to do this on your own.

"causing” diabetes. As long as 
your pet is fed a balanced and

nutritionally complete diet, you 
will not be putting them "at 
risk” of diabetes. As discussed 
earlier, the scientifically proven 
risk factors for diabetes include 
genetic factors and obesity. 
Therefore, the most appropriate 
thing you can do for your pet is 
to allow them regular exercise 
and to feed them a diet which 
will help to maintain them at an 
ideal weight for their size. 

Managing Diabetes 
in Your Dog 

If your dog has been diagnosed 
with diabetes, you should always 
follow your Veterinary Surgeon’s 
advice and always phone for 
support or take your dog to the 
vets if you have any concerns 
about them. Diabetes can have 
very serious implications for your 
pet’s health, especially if your 
dog is difficult to get into a 
manageable routine. Your vet 
is most likely to advise regular 
insulin injections, an appropriate 
veterinary-recommended diet and 
a consistent exercise plan to help 
manage your companion’s illness. 
If your dog is an entire female, your 
vet may also recommend she is 
neutered; this is because canine 
female hormones can sometimes 
make diabetes more difficult to 
manage. These measures-coupled 
with regular monitoring of your 
pet at home and at the veterinary 
surgery - will give your dog the 
best chance of living a long and 
happy life, whilst coping with its 
diabetes.

Q l want to keep my Labrador at the optimal 
body condition. However, I am slightly 
confused by the feeding guidelines on her 
bags of dry food. I am not sure exactly how much 
to feed based on the guide, there seems to be so 
many options! Can you advise? 

A feeding guide is just that - it is ONLY a 
guide which you will need to use as a base¬ 
line and then adapt to meet the needs of 
your pet. At ROYAL CANIN®, our feeding guides 
are based on how much to feed your pet over a 
24 hour period and we would recommend you 
split this allowance into at least 2 meals per day. 
You need to feed your pet the amount of food 
(in grams) corresponding to their body weight 
when they are at their ideal body condition 
(which may be the weight they are now - but you 
should double check!). Most feeding guides will 
also show a range of amounts to feed, based on 
whether your pet is prone to carrying extra weight, 
being a normal weight or being on the thinner side 
of normal. Just follow the section of the guide that 
best suits your pet’s body condition. 

We would always recommend weighing your 
pet’s food out at every meal, as feeding in cup 
measurements is extremely inaccurate. For adult 
dogs, after a couple of weeks feeding, you should 
reassess your pet’s body condition score and body 
weight.

You must also ensure your pet has continuous access 
to fresh drinking water.

1) This time of year is ideal 
for brightening up your front 
garden with window boxes, 
hanging baskets, troughs and 
tubs planted with colourful 
bedding plants.

Prices show 

House prices rose by over £100 a day 
during April, meaning the average 
house in the UK now costs around 
£ 200 , 000 . 

With this new spike in property val¬ 
ues, first time buyers may find it hard¬ 
er than ever to get a foot on the 
property ladder. 

According to the latest figures from 
Halifax, property prices 
are now up 1.6 per cent from March 
and up 8.5 per cent in comparison to 
this time last year.

Martin Ellis, housing economist at 
Halifax, thinks factors such as rising

He said: "This combination has kept 
house price growth steady in recent 
months with prices increasing by 2.2 
per cent to 2.6 per cent on a quarterly 
basis and an annual rate of eight to 
nine percent." 

The annual rate for property price 
increases is forecast to end the year 
at three to five per cent according to 
Mr Ellis, but some economists think 
that this could actually rise faster. 
With a huge victory for the Conserva¬ 
tives in last week's general election, 
the Tory win is set to spark a housing 
market boom.

Two Speed Epsom Property Market? 


With the General Election out of the way, 
property values in Epsom are still 1.02% 
higher than they were 3 months ago, the 
diversion and ambiguity of an election 
typically makes house sellers who need to 
sell, price their property more realistically 
(although this only lasts a couple of 
months). Looking specifically at it from an 
Epsom landlord’s point of view, the Epsom 
properties favoured by investors are in 
short supply in many parts of the town 
because of a number of factors. One of 
the factors has been that we have seen the 
number of first time buyers coming to buy 
their first home increase over the last 12 
months in Epsom. Another factor has been 
the fact that the banks have been pushing 
‘let to buy’ (yes ‘let to buy’ which is different 
to ’buy to let’) to homeowners (more of ‘let 
to buy’ in an up and coming article). Next, 
because of the banks, who are chasing 
low risk landlords with high deposits with 
very low mortgage rates- and the low risk 
landlords with high deposits tend to be 
attracted to the safer modern two and three 
bed town houses and semis in Epsom. 

As I mentioned a few weeks back, the 
pension rules are changing which means buy 


to let landlords can use some, or all, of their 
pension pot to buy a property. It shouldn’t 
be forgotten there are tax implications taking 
more than a quarter of your pension pot out 
(see the article from a couple of weeks ago), 
so whilst many pension pots may not be able 
to fund a suitably big enough tax free lump 
sum to buy the property outright, for most it will 
provide enough for the 25% deposit (required 
by most BTL mortgage providers). It shouldn’t 
be forgotten landlords that the interest paid 
on the mortgage is tax deductible against 
the rent, thus lowering your income tax paid. 

In the last 12 months, I have noticed a particular 
uplift in interest from ‘50 something’ Epsom 
people wanting to become landlords for the 
first time. In Epsom, the highest returns for the 
lowest investment are at the lower end of the 
market e.g. the classic apartment. Unfortunately 
apartments, with two bedrooms are coming to 
the market in smaller numbers than the larger 
four beds’ in top end sectors of the Epsom 
property market. When looking at the actual 
numbers, in the later part of the Summer of 
2014 in Epsom, in one month alone 101 two 
bed properties were on the market in Epsom. 
However, in January this year, a notoriously 
excellent bumper month for properties coming 


on to the market, there were only 74 two bed 
properties on the market in Epsom to choose 
from. Today, that figure stands at only 67...whilst 
the number of four and five beds has increased 
significantly ... interesting don’t you think? 

At that lower end of the property market in 
Epsom, (i.e. where first time buyers and landlord 
investors compete with each other to buy 
those smaller properties), I believe throughout 
2015, there will be a slow and steady tipping 
of the scales between supply and demand. In 
fact, from what I am seeing and hearing, early 
anecdotal evidence has suggested over the last 
few months (although we will need to look at 
figures later in the Spring once we have the data 
from The Land Registry), we are beginning to see 
a polarised Epsom property market, where we 
have high demand but low supply at the bottom 
end of the property market, yet high supply but 
lower demand at the top of the market... and 
that can only mean one thing ... prices will 
go up quicker on the smaller properties than 
the larger ones in Epsom, thus narrowing the 
gap for people looking to move up market!

CASE 

REPORT: 

Tammy 


This beautiful little lady is 'Tammy'. She's a Toy Poodle and 
only weighs 2 1/2 kgs! She's also only five months old. Tammy 
came to see us in March as she had been limping on her left 
front leg and was very sore indeed. 

X-rays were taken and unfortunately we found Tammy had 
fractured her leg. Unfortunately the fracture was at the very 
tip of the point of her elbow where a fragment of bone had 
come away from the main bone. This meant a bandage or 
cast would not be enough to get this to heal, and surgery 
was indicated. 

To repair this type 
of fracture is very 
challenging, espe¬ 
cially in such a small 
dog as the broken 
piece of bone that 
needs to be reat¬ 
tached is tiny (in 
Tammy's case it was 
only 1cm across and 
lcm wide). It's also 
very important to 
get the surgery 
perfect as the 
triceps muscle 
attaches to this very 
small piece of bone. 

If the bone is not 
reattached perfectly 
the triceps muscle 
may not work prop¬ 
erly meaning it 
would be very hard 
to straighten the leg. 

Tammy's surgery 
took place on the 
March 20. To reat¬ 
tach the fragment of | 
bone we had to use 
a pin as well as a 
wire. Whilst the 
surgery was not 
straight-forward, we 
felt that it went par¬ 
ticularly well. After 
the operation x-rays were taken and these confirmed that the 
repair was good. 

Since her operation Tammy has been progressing steadily 
and has had follow-up x-rays. The bone is healing well and

Hospital staff with loved ones 
in Nepal are raising money 
for the victims of a series of 
devastating earthquakes. 

A second earthquake 
struck near Mount Everest 
on Tuesday last week as the 
country struggled to recover 
from an earthquake that 
killed more than 8,000 people 
a few weeks ago. 

After the first earthquake, 
Gita Gurung, a cleaning ser¬ 
vices assistant at Epsom and 
St Helier Hospitals NHS 
Trust, said: “It is really fright¬ 
ening. When I heard the 
news, I tried and tried to get 
through to my family but all 
of their mobile phones were 
off. I rang the landline at my 
mum’s house, but it just rang 
and rang. I sat there for hours 
just trying to get through. 

“Nobody could give me an¬ 
swers, and I didn’t hear any¬ 
thing from my family for 48 
hours. My relatives, luckily, 
are all fine, but people are re¬ 
ally hurting and have lost so 
much. Their families, their 
homes - some people have 
lost everything.” 

Surya Limbu, also from 
Nepal, said: “The situation is 
very serious. There’s no clean 
water, no electricity and I’m 
afraid it’s just getting worse. 

“As time goes on, there’s

more chance of diseases 
spreading. My family were 
lucky - my husband had just 
come back from visiting 
Nepal when the earthquake 
happened. It is horrible.”

(Gurkha) Association. 

Anaesthetist in maternity 
Franca Serafini has raised 
more than £280 though her 
first cake sale in support of 
Community Action Nepal.
